ment of agriculture today announced 
from December 1 condition. 
An esti­ 
mate of 15,298,000 bales was made 
from November 1 condition. 
Last year’s crop totaled 13,627,936 
bales. 
The abandonment of acreage is esti­ 
mated at 4.6 per cent of the estimat­ 
ed acreage of cotton in cultivation on 
June 25, compared with an abandon­ 
ment of 3 per cent, 1925 at 3.3 per 
cent in a ten year average. 
The December revised estimate of 
area of cotton for harvest this year

Officials expressed belief today tr.e 
city had made a very £ood bargain 
The buyers will pay over to the ouni- 
cipality, as soon as the bonds can be 
printed and attorney’s opinions re­ 
ceived, the full sum, instead of remit­ 
ting as the money is needed.
